THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR.— 
PROPOSED PEACE NEUVOTIATIONS. 


It is officially anhounead that tha Britia 
Govornment has informad China that it is 
propared to negotiate in the quarrel, and 
has made orertures to the Powors to arrange 
joint representations to Japan. Japan has 
ulso boen asked whether the terms prupos- 
ed aro likely to bo scocptoble.as o basis for 
parloying. No definite reply has been re- 
ceived from Japan, but it is believed that 
tha proposed basis for negotiations.will be 
agreeable to both China and Japau, 

‘Tho tasjority of the Powers are in accord 
with Great Builain, and it is hoped the 
others will assent,

THE LATEST NAVAL NEWS, 

There waa e rumour in the town to-day 
that the Royal Sovereign and other two bat- 
Heships were coming out to the East, but 
from inquiries we have made we find that 
no mention of these atiips has beon made in 
official giroles, The Gibraltar, however, has 
not been mentioned offiially in Hongkong, 
although there aeama to be no donbt about 
her having been ordered to proceed to 
the China Station, Tho telegrams thot 
have heralded bor departure are all too 
cireumstantial to be absolutaly wilbout 
foundation, Doubts areexpressed as to the 
possibility of the oynd Sovereign or any of 
tho ships of ber -oless being able to come 
through the Suez Canal. Lf it were impossible 
to sond them vie Suez it would be wecesaary 
to bring them roung the Caps of Good Hope, 
in which case, if they were atarting now, 
they might be very handy for Madagascar 
in the event of trouble in that Island, But, 
by transhipping guns, &., it would not be 


upon placing the buot on the proper leg 
on this occasion.
